Two of a Kind 


Analysis of "Scribner's Commentator" reveals that not only its editor~ 
lal policy is modelled after that of "Today's Challenge", but also its oir~ 
culation strategy! Both magazines resort to the same methods to drum up 
readerse For example, "Scribner's Commentator" fishes for subscriptions 
in a two-page center spread, setting forth tenets ({llustration on page 5) 
greatly reminiscent of those pronounced by "Today's Challenge" as "Our 
Policy". 


Of course, "Scribner's Commentator" is doing far better than "Today's 
Challenge” when 1t comes to casting out bait for new subscribers. "Today's _ 
Challenge", even though 1t was financed by typical Nazi pressure methods, 
was never in that happy position which permits "Scribner's Commentator" to 
buy high-priced advertising space in The New York Times, practically by the
